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Dear Editor, 

Sierra Madre is a particularly special community in 
Southern California. It has admirably survived the ur¬ 
ban pressures and urban ills all too often prevalent in our 
metropolitan region and should stand as a model of the 
civic good which a strong community can produce. For 
the most part our city does just that. 

As citizens of Sierra Madre we enjoy some of the rare 
pleasures of living in a bucolic rural town within min¬ 
utes of the center of America’s largest city. We are very 
fortunate, and I would hazard to say that many of us who 
have chosen to live here did so for just that reason. 
When we look around our town and ask ourselves just 
what makes Sierra Madre special we obviously must 
note the spectacular setting against the San Gabriel 
Mountains, the quantity and quality of our urban forest, 
the small town character of our downtown, the diverse 
and special quality of our housing stock and of course 
the varied and spirited people who together form and 
continue to build this community. 

A special town such as this rarely develops as a ran¬ 
dom set of happy occurrences. It is usually the result 
of devoted and often times impassioned citizens who 
carefully weigh and balance all of the possible forces 
which might shape the town and gently guide it toward 
a whole which attempts to benefit the majority. Look 
just behind the scenes in Sierra Madre and you will find 
just such a dedicated group of elected officials, profes¬ 
sional city staff and volunteers who carefully oversees, 
deliverates and generally worries over just what sort of 
town this is and wants to be. 

A primary characteristic of democracy is that the 
individual at times must make sacrifices in their personal 
rights to benefit the community. This is at the heart of 
our civilization. Conversely, at the far extreme of an 
individual’s rights there must be anarchy. I wonder if 
the local proponents of property rights really understand 
the full impact of their sort of rhetoric? Taken to its 
fullest perversion the property rights movement benefits 
the individual while penalizing the majority and creates 
a developer friendly city which looks like those parts of 
Los Angeles that we all like to avoid. Think of the re¬ 
tail free-for-all of Lincoln Boulevard south of the 10 
freeway or the residential ghettoes of Hollywood south 
of Santa Monica Boulevard. The property owners in 
both of these locations were able to exercise their full 
development (i.e. property) rights. In the residential 
example the quaint, too small cottages of Hollywood 
gave way to the maxed-out stucco ding bat apartments 
and condominiums which put money in the pockets of 
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the property owners and 
lessened once again the 
quality of life of this re¬ 
gion. (Where do those de¬ 
veloper property owners 
live?) 

I am an architect and 
personally benefit from 
change. However, I un¬ 
derstand that change can¬ 
not be at the expense of our 
heritage. The modem ur¬ 
ban environment can and 
will be great only if it 
builds carefully upon its 
past. Our shared cultural 
experiences are at the root 
of community and our 
shared appreciation of his¬ 
tory at the heart of urban 
identity. 

I A strong and pro-active 
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Cultural Heritage Commission can be the foundation for 
the preservation and enhancement of the Sierra Madre 
we all cherish. The best towns and cities of the world 
understand, value and protect their pasts. I challenge the 
citizens of Sierra Madre to do the same by supporting 
an empowered Cultural Heritage Commission.

Dear Editor, 

Before I begin. I’d first like to say we probably could 
create a viable business project at the comer of Auburn 
and Sierra Madre Boulevard. Unfortunately, the one 
proposed tonight is not feasible. Currently, there are 
many code violations which could cause us serious law 
suits and negative impacts on our community’s health 
and safety. 

To Demonstrate this. I’d like to first refer to the fol¬ 
lowing items int he Sierra Madre Municipal Code and 
General Plan: And then after, I will demonstrate how 
this proposal violates each of these eight items. The 
Code says it will: 

1) . Maintain the safety and conditions of Sierra 
Madre residents. 

2) . Keep traffic congestion at a minimum in all ar¬ 
eas of Sierra Madre so that no stop lights are required to 
be installed in the City. 

3) . Reduce through traffic on residential streets to 
preserve quiet neighborhoods. 

4) . Maintain existing streets classification systems of 
the City of Sierra Madre. 

5) . Improve streets to improve pedestrian and vehicu¬ 
lar safety. 

6) . Reduce the number of driveways on Sierra Madre 
Boulevard. 

7) . Protect residential neighborhoods form the inclu¬ 
sion of through traffic. 

8) . Encourage the use of traditional building materi¬ 
als such as tile, textured concrete, color tinted concrete, 
decorative masonry (brick, slump stone, river rock) 
wood siding and stucco. 

Now I would like to briefly demonstrate how this 
proposal is in conflict with our City Codes: 

This plan will add an additional active driveway along 
Sierra Madre Boulevard and a double L driveway. Cars 
will continue to enter into the existing auto repair shop 
through Sierra Madre Blvd. and/or Auburn. The pro¬ 
posed Bagel drive-thru will create two new driveways 
for vehicular traffic on Sierra Madre Blvd. and Auburn. 
These driveways, coupled with the already existing 
driveways comprises the new proposed and dangerous 
double L pattern. This can be especially dangerous for 
our pedestrians. 

During last week’s meeting it was mentioned that 
safety signaling devices for Climb residents would be 
installed. Unfortunately, these too will be violating more 
city codes such as Policy L47. The increased sound 
emissions from the signaling device and the increased 
drive-thru traffic will be in clear violation of this policy 
section. And, because of the double L driveway, there 
will be increased safety hazards for pedestrians. 

With increased cars, comes a change in status which 
would necessitate signalized devices. Our code clearly 
protects us from changing these patterns so that we can 
maintain the charm of our community. Both Auburn and 
Hermosa streets will probably be reclassified from resi¬ 
dential to commercial within a short time. Increased cars 
from the drive-thru will cause stacking and quick vehicu¬ 
lar exists which will not foster pedestrian confidence or 
“additional” shoppers. Drive-thru people are just that. 
They are in a hurry to leave...and they do not generate 
ant additional local taxes. 

Are the surrounding homeowners aware of this? Do 
they realize that their property values will be negatively 
impacted? 

Also, the code promises our community that the City 
will encourage traditional building materials. Please 
note these specifications on page 31 Objective 27.6. No 
where does it mention, aluminum siding and metal stair¬ 
ways. However, the Bagel Drive-thru is asking for these 
things. 

Since there are numerous Code violations, I recom¬ 
mend that the Commission not approve this plan. Also, 
I recommend that the Commission better involve the

The instantaneous response to a fire at our house in¬ 
spired renewed respect and gratitude for the profession¬ 
alism of Sierra Madre’s police and volunteer fire depart¬ 
ment. 

They arrived in what seemed like less time than it 
took me to reach 911. Maybe most people know it takes 
12-20 seconds for 911 to ring. I didn’t. Under the cir¬ 
cumstances that seemed like an eternity. I thought 
something must be awry. In short I redialed two or three 
times, even trying the operator once to no avail before 
trying 911 for the final successful time. That must have 
been the 12 second wait 

Besides this lesson about 911, we would like to share 
several others, not the least of which is how incredibly 
fast a fire can start from what appeared to be a totally 
dead ashes. In our case they were from a barbecue 24 
hours earlier. IT took less than 45 minutes form the time 
we dumped the ashes for hidden embers to melt two 45- 
gallon trash receptacles. They in turn fueled a ragging 
fire that caused close to $4,000 in damage. 

We never again will take a shortcut, and will always 
put ashes in a metal bucket, double check and/or douse 
them before discarding. 

Form now on, we will post the fire department num¬ 
ber on our telephone. A call directly to the fire depart¬ 
ment rings in a mere 3 seconds. 

Finally, don’t let anyone tell you there aren’t heroes 
anymore. We have a town full of them.

Black silk umbrellas, 
hand painted with gold 
mandarin cranes and silver 
bamboo, hang upside 
down from the ceiling. 
Black velvet tapestries 
covered in silver sequined 
elephants, leaves and fish 
hang on the walls. Fabric 
drapes over and under 
bamboo rods, hiding clear 
plastic air conditioning 
ducts. The sounds of Miles 
Davis, Wayne Shorter and 
Pharaoh Sanders express 
our taste buds dancing 
with slightly sour per¬ 
fumed tamarind sauce that 
sings to us from Mee 
Krob's {$5.95} crispy 
noodles. They are more 
like vermicelli than rice 
noodles [Toi dries them 
before frying] - honey, 
bean sprouts, shrimp and 
chicken complete this 
dance in our mouths. Juicy 
beef slices in an interesting 
blend of lemon grass, ba¬ 
sil, red onions, spinach, 
tomatoes and cucumbers 
make up the Beef Salad 
{$5.50}. Perky mush¬ 
rooms just dropped into a 
lemon coconut chicken 
broth was the Tom Kha 
Gai Soup {$6.50}. The 
evenings Special of 


Shrimp, Squid and Garlic 
{$7.50} was surrounded 
by florets of broccoli. The 
squid was chewy...the dish 
wonderful hmm.. hmm... 
hmm. Stir Fried Spinach 
{$5.50} in a black bean 
sauce is very light. It re¬ 
minds me of red miso, 
with crunchy beans. 
Yummy like sempai. You 
will smell the peanuts be¬ 
fore they reach the table, 
when you order the 
Panang Red curry {$5.75} 
Your choice of beef, 
chicken, pork or shrimp in 
a rich, nutty, coconut and 
peanut sauce. The consis¬ 
tency is creamy and 
crunchy simultaneously. I 
love to suck the sharp fla¬ 
vored Kaffir leaves, also 
called Pew Makrut. They 
are not meant to be eaten, 
but left aside as we do with 
lemon grass, woody roots 
of Galanga Laos, and cin¬ 
namon bark. These very 
fragrant small, waxy 
leaves are from the citrus 
family. Together with 
green and red bell peppers 
they make a superb 
slightly sweet dish. 

When we are presented 
with the spices of Thailand 
we are willingly trans¬ 
ported to the exotic.... 
subtle differences in the 
varieties of basil, chilli, 
cardamom, cinnamon, 
cloves, cilantro, cumin, 
lemon grass, mace, nut¬ 
meg, pepper, star anise, 
tamarind and kaffir.

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CPR Traiiiing Embraced by Police 
the Community Blotter

During the spring, CPR 
classes were first offered 
in the city. A combined 
effort by the Arcadia 
branch of the Arcadia 
Chamber of Commerce, 
the Arcadia Chapter of the 
American Red Cross, 
Methodist Hospital and the 
Arcadia Fire Department, 
this life saving training 
was well-received by the 
community and will be of¬ 
fered periodically. In fact, 
on July 27, a second “CPR 
Saturday” was held at 
Methodist Hospital. 

“Our goal is to offer this 
training every quarter,” 
said Diane Bade, adminis¬ 
trative assistant at the 
Arcadia Red Cross. 
Saturday’s well-attended 
courses offered certifica¬ 
tion in infant and child 
CPR, in addition to the 
previously offered adult 
CPR and first aid. 

Two-hour classes were 
offered, beginning every 
hour on Saturday, from 8 
a.m. to 1 p.m.

$10, after which, they saw 
juvideo thauJemoQStcated, 
the various CPR skills. 
The class then moved on to 
an area where they prac¬ 
ticed these skills on dum¬ 
mies before taking a writ¬ 
ten test. ‘They have to pass 
the test with 80% accuracy

plained Ms. Bade. 

Certification is valid for 
one year following a 
person’s training, she 
added, and then must be 
renewed annually. Certifi¬ 
cation is given the same 
day to those who qualify. 

“It’s one of those things 
you hope you never have 
to use,” Bade told students 
in a pedititric CPR class on 
Saturday. “But when you 
do use it. it’? like riding a 
bike—you’re a little wob¬ 
bly at first.” 

The city of Seattle has 
offered CPR courses on a 
regular basis and, accord- 


chairman of the Chamber 
of Commerce Emergency 
Preparation Task Force 
committee, reportedly one 
in five people there are 
certified. 

‘The Arcadia Fire De¬ 
partment is coming up 
with a plan for neighbor¬ 
hoods,” Porter told a group 
before showing them a 
training video. The fire 
department’s plan will en¬ 
able communities to be¬ 
come self-sufficient in the 
case of an earthquake, for 
example. He also dis¬

Dr. Porter also talked 
about a woman who re¬ 
ceived CPR training and as 
a result, was able to save a 
life of a victim in a subse¬ 
quent auto accident near 
her home. “You never 
know when this training 
will be called upon,” he 
said.

At the July 23 meeting 
of the AUSD governing 
board, several information 
items were discussed at 
length, most notably the 
possibility of state funding 
for class-size reduction 
and its implications for 
Arcadia Unified School 
District. 

The first agenda item 
required action on a “Dec¬ 
laration of Need for Fully 
Qualified Educators for 
1996-97.” As the district 
has been unable to recruit 
a sufficient number of 
credentialed teachers to 
meet all staffing require¬ 
ments at the present time, 
a “Declaration of Need” 
was passed by the board to 
allow the most flexibility 
in meeting staffing needs 
with some emergency per¬ 
mit candidates for the 
coming school year. “The 
good news is that we only 
need to bring this issue to 
the board only once,” said 
Dr. Mildred Burgdorf- 
Hennessy, deputy superin¬ 
tendent. 

On the information 
agenda, the topic of class- 
size reduction at the pri¬ 
mary grade levels were 
discussed at length. “As 
the economy in California 
has recovered,” said Dr. 
Hennessy, “...with long 
overdue funding, class size 
reduction is now an op¬ 
tional program.” 

K-12 education 
throughout the state ex¬ 
pects to receive around $3 
billion under Proposition 
98 over last year’s funding 
levels. Part of this money, 
earmarked for specific 
purposes, includes class- 
size reduction. However, 
special needs would have 
to be met at the school 
sites. Hennessey men¬ 
tioned options such as the 
addition of facilities, re¬ 
opening closed facilities, 
alternative school year 
scheduling, and double 
sessions to accommodate 
class sizes of no more than 


20. ‘This will have an im¬ 
pact on other programs,” 
she said. “Some might 
have to be cut.” 

Superintendent Dr. 
Terry Towner pointed out 
that the level of education 
in Arcadia has been supe¬ 
rior, even with larger class 
sizes. He felt that if class 
sizes were reduced, it 
should be done in such a 
way that the community, 
schools, and everyone is 
happy. He recommended 
starting with the first grade 
in Arcadia schools. 

Board member 

Maryann Gibson re¬ 


marked, “I want reduction 
in class size—I think ev¬ 
erybody does. I’m just an¬ 
noyed that it has so many 
strings attached.” She 
stated that she was afraid 
money going to classes 
would be affected. More 
discussion on this impor¬ 
tant item will follow (see 
related article entitled 
“AUSD Looks at Implica¬ 
tions of Implementing 
New School Funds”). 

The next item was dis¬ 
cussion of a board policy 
on student discipline. This 
is a revision on a first read¬ 
ing that Maryann Gibson 


described as, “much more 
positive and sets forth a 
definite policy.” A disci¬ 
plinary guide is being de¬ 
veloped for administrators 
that can serve as a refer¬ 
ence for various types of 
infractions. It also makes 
parents necessary and ex¬ 
pected participants with 
schools in all disciplinary 
matters concerning their 
child. There is a matrix of 
offenses and consequences 
for this board policy that 
can be used for reference 
by administrators in han¬ 
dling disciplinary cases. 
However, board member 


Mary -Dougherty felt that 
matrix legends could be 
confusing for parents. This 
item will appear on the 
August agenda for action. 

A board policy item 
dealing with three-year 
district goals was dis¬ 
cussed. Revisions made to 
these goals, designed to 
guide the leadership ef¬ 
forts of the district, were 
recently made by Dr. 
Hennessey. Board presi¬ 
dent Joann Steinmeier 
added that she would like

Declaring a “renais¬ 
sance” for California 
schools. Governor Pete 
Wilson has signed a bud¬ 
get which includes a $28- 
billion education spending 
plan that will make $771 
million available for 
schools that reduce class 
size in the lower grades. 

For Arcadia schools, 
which have averaged al¬ 
most 30 students in first 
and second grades at the 
district’s six elementary 
sites, it is projected that 16 
new teachers would be 
needed to meet the new 
limit of 20 students per 
classroom. In addition, six 
regular and one oversize 
portable classrooms would 
be needed. 

Five of the sites would 
implement the program in 
most of the classes of kin¬ 
dergarten, first and second 
grades. At Hugo Reid Pri¬ 
mary, only first graders 
would be part of the 20- 
student per class program. 
To include kindergarten 
and second grades would 
require an estimated six 
portable classrooms, and it 
has been determined by 
district officials that there 
is not room for these extra 
classrooms at the site. 

The state has offered 
additional funding of $650 


per student in those class¬ 
rooms that meet the new 
maximum, bringing the 
total state funding to ap¬ 
proximately $4150 per 
student. 

In the first year of 
implementation, the new 
program would cost the 
Arcadia Unified School 
District an estimated 
$212,000 above and be¬ 
yond increased funding 
from the state. In subse¬ 
quent years, after the por¬ 
table classrooms are al¬ 
ready in place, the district 
would hope to break even, 
according to Superinten¬ 
dent Terry Towner. 

He points out, liowever, 
that current estimates do 
not include salary and ben¬ 
efit increases and the fig¬ 
ures are based on the hir¬ 
ing of rookie teachers. He 
cautions that there is no 
guarantee for ongoing 
funding for the program 
and if the additional $650 
per student doesn’t con¬ 
tinue or even increase with 
the cost-of-living allow¬ 
ance, then “we’re left with 
a heck of a bag.” 

In order to implement 
the 20-per-classroom pro¬ 
gram, some students 
would be transferred from 
their neighborhood 
schools to other sites in the 
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the district goals to have 
greater distribution. 

There was a special 
meeting held on July 31 to 
appoint a new principal at 
Baldwin Stocker school, 
as well as to appoint new 
Deans at the high school 
level. There was also a 
study session on class re¬ 
duction (see next week’s 
edition of Arcadia News 
for more details). The next 
regularly scheduled meet¬ 
ing for the AUSD Govern¬ 
ing Board will be Aug. 20. 


district. For instance, it is 
projected that there will be 
65 first graders at Baldwin 
Stocker Elementary 
School. That means that 
there will be three classes 
of 20 students and the 
other five children will be 
placed in other schools.

“If the (state) legislature 
would pay all costs to 
implement the new pro¬ 
gram, that’s OK,” ex¬ 
plained Towner, who 
added, ‘That’s not neces¬ 
sarily the case.”

Towner explained that 
the theory behind reducing 
class size is that the core 
subjects of reading, lan¬ 
guage arts and math can be 
taught more effectively. 
Will it work in Arcadia? 
“Our kids already test high 
and improvement is going 
to be harder to measure; 
however, teachers will get 
to know their students bet¬ 
ter as they will be working 
with smaller groups and 
there will be more atten¬ 
tion to individual differ¬ 
ences.”

Issues Focus 
ofGty 
Council/ 
Antonovich 
Meeting

Four areas in and around Arcadia were the key is¬ 
sues of a morning meeting on July 24 between the 
Arcadia City Council and L.A. County Supervisor 
Michael Antonovich. 

In addition to Council members Dr. Sheng Chang, 
Dennis Lojeski, Mary Young and Mayor Barbara Kuhn, 
'were several members of the L.A. County Department 
of Parks and Recreation as well as Supervisor 
Antonovich. Council member Bob Harbicht was not 
present. 

First on the morning’s agenda was operations and 
funding for Arcadia County Park and Golf Course. 
According to Tony Yakimowich of Parks and Recre¬ 
ation, the yearly net cost to run the park is $500,000. 
Although it is difficult for the City of Arcadia to come 
up with that amount of money, “we realize the park

nizations throughout the year. “We’ve done our best to 
keep Arcadia Park up,” stated Rose Flores of Parks and 
Recreation. 

This area will require more discussion, but possibili¬ 
ties include limited partnerships, cuts or supplemental 
funding, as well as continued cooperative efforts to keep 
the park going. 

Supervisor Antonovich discussed briefly operations 
and possible reorganization of the Metropolitan Tran¬ 
sit Authority. “We need to get legislation passed in 
August,” he stated, adding that legislators are very di¬ 
vided on the MTA. He said that these competing inter¬ 
ests are “like Lebanon.” 

The next agenda item was the County Library Sys¬ 
tem. In addition to the city library on Duarte, Arcadia 
has a L.A. County library on Live Oak. In light of the 
many cutbacks that the public library system has been 
facing, there was some concern that this library could 
be affected. However Antonovich reassured everyone, 
‘This library is scheduled to be open this year on a five 
day, 40-hour week.” Next year, this could possibly 
change. 

Finally, operations and funding for the L.A. County 
Arboretum were discussed. Yakimowich felt that in the 
three years since L.A. County became involved with the 
Arboretum, that they had revitalized it in many ways, 
citing the new tropical rain forest, operating fountains, 
new signs and improving Ayres Hall. “Paid attendance

Arcadia Transit recently provided a new senior citi¬ 
zens/disabled passenger identification card to Maxfield 
LaFrance. What makes Maxfield LaFrance special is that 
he is a dog. 

Maxfield is a five year old yellow Labrador Retriever 
seeing eye dog for his owner Patricia LaFrance. 
Maxfield was given the identification card to symbol¬ 
ize the importance of disabled passengers to the opera¬ 
tions of Arcadia Transit. More than 10% of the systems 
users are disabled. 

Ms. LaFrance is a Rehabilitation Counselor who uses 
Arcadia Transit to get to important medical appoint¬ 
ments and shopping. LaFrance feels Arcadia Transit is 
a convenient, inexpensive way for her to get around 
Arcadia. 

Each Arcadia Transit driver is required to have 14 
hours of sensitivity training so they are knowledgeable 
of the needs of the disabled and senior citizen commu¬ 
nity. Included in those training sessions is driver role- 
playing. Drivers are asked to wear blindfolds to simu¬ 
late being sight impaired, and use wheelchairs to move 
in and out of Arcadia Transit vehicles to better under¬ 
stand the challenges disabled passengers face on a daily 
basis. 

Arcadia Transit has signed up more than 1,3(X) senior 
citizens and disabled passengers since the implementa¬ 
tion of the identification card system last August. The 
new card system eliminates the need for senior and dis¬ 
abled passengers to continually buy tickets which was 
required under the old system. 

Arcadia Transit provides low cost general public de¬ 
mand-response transportation service for anyone within 
the geographic boundaries of the City of Arcadia. The 
system is the largest municipally operated demand-re¬ 
sponse transit operation in L.A. County. More than 2.6 
million passengers have used Arcadia Transit since its 
inception in 1975. 

Arcadia Transit is a demand-response system, mean¬ 
ing that the vehicles do not have fixed routes, but rather, 
respond to individual travel requests as they are received. 
Passengers share the cost, the trip considerably less than 
a regular taxi, where a single person has exclusive use 
of the vehicle.

is up 5.3%,” he noted. 

Yakimowich also felt that the filming fees at the Ar¬ 
boretum were “a boom for L.A. County,” such as the 
current Columbia Pictures project, “Anaconda” as well 
as a major revenue source.

City Manager Bill Kelly said that he was working 
with Assemblyman Bob Margett to get Arboretum, 
Santa Anita Racetrack and Fashion Park signs for the 
210 freeway. “We’d like political support,” he asked of 
Antonovich. Before closing the meeting, Kelly thanked 
Antonovich for helping to fund the Orange Grove street 
rehabilitation project.

Bee Hives, Burros and Telescopes

Lizzie's trail Inn is located at 165 Mira Monte "at the 
foot of Mt. Wilson Trail" at the site of Mount Wilson 
Trail Park in Sierra Madre. 

Mount Wilson Trail Park: 

One of the best kept secrets in Sierra Madre is the 
famous Mount Wilson Trail Park "at the foot of the 
Mount Wilson Trail." Thru an acquisition grant in 1971 
from the State of California the City obtained this little 
historic park property on Mira Monte. It was in this area 
that Richard.son first built a home in 1864 and he is con¬ 
sidered the first .settler tot he area that later was to be¬ 
come the town of Sierra Madre. 

The Old Mount Wilson Trail - 1864-present This 
was the first trail and only trail for many years up the 
mountain, originally carved and blasted out by Don 
Benito Wil.son in 1864. Later other trails and roads were 
built to the top this is "The Old Mount Wilson Trail". 

Sturtevant and Grimes Stables - Early 1900's 


Later at the turn of the century Wilbur Sturtevant 
operated a Stable for pack animals for hire to take people 
and supplies up the steep trail 8 miles to the top. 

Telescopes in 1888 Harvard College (University) 
took the first telescope a 4' and later a 13' telescope 
using this site as their take off point for the steep trip up 
the mountain. 

Pack Trains 1864-to about 1944 The lumber and 
supplies for the First Mount Wilson Hotel was taken up 
the mountain from the pack trains form this area. 



Bee Hives“"Honey for Sale" early 1900's Bee hives 
were located and operated by Wilbur Sturtevant on the 
back area of the park. (Behind the current city water 
tank). About 1900. 

The Mount Wilson Stables-About 1895-to about 
1944 

Later more bams, corrals and a tack shed were to 
become the famous "Mount Wilson Stables" in Sierra 
Madre. The Mount Wilson Stables structures existed 
until 1961. 


Richardson House 1864 Richardson House (1864) 
the oldest standing structure in Sierra Madre is on this 
site. Richardson is considered the first settler of this area. 

Doug's Lunch Stand—About late 1800's to about 
1925 (Walter Douglas-proprietor) operated "the Place 
at the Foot of Mount Wilson Trail". Doug's Lunch stand 
was probably built in the late 1800's (No one really 
knows for sure.) Originally on the West side of Mount 
Wilson Trail Ave. It was moved to the East side to make 
room for a city Water tank in 1913. We believe Walter
